Farrelly, through her 
solicitors, Messrs Ward and Hamill, claimed 


that sum as her money, and warned the defen. [ 


dants against parting with the same, or an 
thereof to any person other than herself. 
ending inquiries as to who was the lawful 
owner of the money, the defendants refused 
payment of the cheque. They denied that the 
plaintiff had suffered any loss or incon- 
venience.
